SOLDIERS AND MOBS 


FIGHT IN RUSSIAN CITIES 


Count Witte Has an Unenviable Job 
Controlling the Whirl-wind 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 3. — Though 
rday passed in comparative quiet 
jere and at Moscow, despatches from 
aii parts of the empire report disor- 
ders in many cities, with a heavy 
gota! of dead and .wounded. The 
people, while celebrating their new- 
found Treedom were in many in- 
stances set upon by Cossacks and 
police, while in other localities the 
spirit of mob violence broke forth 
fn the lower elements of the popu- 
fation, and they gave themselves up 
to pillage and destruction. The most 
serious disorders apparently occurred 
at Odessa, where hundreds of per- 
sons are reported to have been killed 
oer woundea and where the rioting 
momentarily is expected to flare out 
{nto a repetition of the slaughter of 
fast July, and at Kazan, where a 
three days’ reign of terror was ended 
only by the retirement of all Cossacks 
to their barracks. A deplorable fea- 
ture of the news from the interior is 
that anti-Jewish uprisings have oc- 
curred in many places, rioter: sack- 
fing their stores, clubbing the mem- 
bers of the race, and in some cases 
resorting to the torch. The attacks 
on the crowds are reported to be in 
most cases the work of Cossacks 
who were let loose upon the people 
without direction or authority. in 
St. Peterssburg yesterday Gen. 7re- 
poff, in accordance with his an- 
mouncement of the previous night, 
prevented the resumption of revolu- 
tionary demonstrations by having the 
crowds dispersed whenever and 
wherever they gathered. 
and the Nevsky Prospect 
eral times cleared by Cossacks and 
the crowds were driven from the, 
vicinity of the university with whips : 
and flats of sabres. Gen. Trepoff was 
aided by the weather, 
cold and rainy, and 
many persons off the street. 
Witte’s task in securing a fair trial 
for the new experiment in constitu- 
fionalism is a most difficult one. He 


is disappointed at not securing the 
support of the Liberals, on whose co- 
operation he counted. Many of these 
are holding aloof and seem rather to 
enjoy the predicament in which the 
mew premier finds himself. 

Count Wittee is doing his utmost to 
meet the chief objections against the 
mew regime. In addition to the pro- 

amnesty to political prisoners, 
liberty of the press has been granted, | 
the count offering a deputation of |} 
editors hwo called on him to demand | 
the abolition of censorship regulations 
the amusing explanation that in the 
hurry of writing the manifesto the 
words “‘liberty of the press” were in- 
advertently omitted and that the 
omission had not been noticed until | 
the complaint was made. The official | 
gazette formally announces that the | 
term “liberty of speech” is to be in- | 
terpreted as including the press.

Nov. 2.—Further details of 
Tuesday’s massacre insrease the feel- 
ing of horror, . The police and Cos- 
sacks were seemingly without any ‘au- 
thority turned loose upon the. people 
in the main street. Schoo! children 
were among the wounded. During the 
night the Cossacks and police broke 
into and gutted a number of stoesr. 
One jeweler who tried to prevent them 
from entering his establishment was 
threatened by a police captain with 
death. The fatalities, were larger than 
at first reported, 

It was a lawyer named Ruttner who 
cut the emperor’s portrait from its 
frame, hacked out the face, put his 
head through the opening and_har- 
ingued the mob! from the balcony of 
the town hall. Yesterday a band of 
workmen invaled Ruttner’s house and 
tore him to, pieces, 

Jew baiting started at midnight 
and continued until moruing. Strong 
patrols passed frequently but they 
looked smiliagly on and gave no help. 
Some hours later Cossacks arrived 
but they did nothing to protect the 
property of the shop keepers. I saw 
some police and Cossacks pocketing 
part of the plunder. Some of the sol- 
diers were arrested for stealing. Per- 
sons were seen carrying bundies of 
'ooted stuff without interference. 
Later on vigilance committees were: or- 
ganized and made them disgorge their 
plunder. At six o’clock notwithstand- 
ing the deluge of rain the looting was 
resumed. The Jews fired from the 
balconies of their houses on the troops 
and on the processions of loyalists, the 
soldiers returning the fire. The resi- 
dences and offices of many wealthy 
Jews were wrecked. The Jews now 
threaten to massacre the Christians 
today. A despatch to a news agency 
from Odessa describing tbat city as 
having experienced a dreadful day, the 
defenseless populace bing at the mer- 
cy of a howling! and armed: rabble of 
500 men calling themselves loyalists, 
ind led by disguised policeman; and 
their wretched dupes. 

The despatch says: “The Jews made 
a stout resistence and their successful 
bravery entailed lamentable sacrifices. 
it is impossible to ascertain the cas- 
ualties, but rumor puts the number of 
killed or wounded as high as 2,000, 
many by bombs which the: men’ used 
wholesale. Not until late at night 
when the murderous work hed gone 
uncheeked for hours, were the, troops 
brouzht out and cordons placed around 
the Jewish quarters and quiet some- 
what restored. It is reported that the 
casualties wil] reach J,000, but it is 
impossible to verify this reports The 
last bomb thrown kiljed 15 and in- 
jured 40. Within 15 minutes eight 
others were killed nearly oni the same 
spot. The Jews are said to be the 
enly persons who have resorted to the 
throwing of bombs. :

Rivers Wilson, who presided, made 
the following address on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and its future: 

Sir Charles reead an extract from a 
recent speech made by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier as to the promising, prospects 
of the western portion of Canada, and 
continuing, said that it was into the 
very heart of that favored land that 
the Grand Trunk Railway, by means 
of its affiliated 
pany, the Grand Trunk 2 
about to penetrate under conditions 
of great advantage. When the ques- 
tion of this new un jertaking was 
first brought before them it was an- 
ticipated that the distance to be 
traversed from New Brunswick to 
the Pacific would be 3,400 miles, and 
it was thought at the time that 
the eastern portion, from Winnipeg 
to the Atlantic, w hich would be con- 
structed by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, would be about 1,900 miles.

MUCH PROSPECTING WORK DONE

Winnipeg Man Returns with Hopeful 
Reports from the Athabasca Oil’ 
Co's Property 


J. Bennett of Winnipeg, returned 
on Saturdzy from the property of the 
Athabasca Oil Co. on the lower 
reaches of the Athabasca river and 
gave to a Bulletin representative an 
account of the history and prospects 
ot the development work being, done 
there. 

Early in the’ summer a party ub- 
der Mr. A. von Hammerstein, well 
known in, Edmonton were sent out 
to begin work on the claims where 
good Indication’ of petroleum had 
been founa some time previously. 
They took with them some machin- 
ery and a gasoline launch to be used 
on the river for the purpose of pros- 
pecting. The trip to McMurray was 
made without mishap. 

Some time passed, and Hammer- 
stein was apparently making good 
progress. He made reports and sent 
photographs of the claims to the 
company. No oil appeared, however, 
and in July Mr. Bonnetto, a director 
of the company, was appointed to go 
to McMurray, and superintend the 
work and foek after financial mat- 
ters. Mr. Bonnetto left Edmonton 
with a party of five men, on July 
20th. Two of the men, Sam Kersey, 
and Neil Cameron, were practical oil* 
men from Petrolia. When Bonnetto 
reached the claims at McMurray, he 
says he found nothing had been done 
with the drilling and that Hammer- 
stein had not the proper appliances 
for boring to ‘a great depth. Work 
was carried on with renewed vigor 
under his supervision, however, and 
a depth of iz feet was reached, when 
the work had to cease, for lack of 
appliances to go deeper. No oil was 
struck, put there Were excellent in- 
dications of petroleum. Natural gas 
was discovered, and burned for some 
time. Goooa asphait was also discov- 
ered. - 

The party then started 


on the 
homeward journey. It had been their 
intention to make the trip up the 


river, Irom McMurray to the Land- 
ing in tne faunch. But this was a 
different story. In the summer, 
when tne river was at high 
mark no difficulty had been encoun- 
tered in taking the launch down the 
river ana through the rapids, But 
when the river was low to bring the 
launch up the river was almost im- 
possible and four days were required 
to get up the rapids. ~ 
‘ Ar this juncture Hammerstein ieft 
the party, through ill feeling that 
haa arisen, and SBonnetto and his 
men were teft to their own re- 
sources, With the taanch, 230 miles 
trom the Landing. The party packed 
their blankets and what provisions 
they haa, left the launch and start- 
ed out to walk the 230 miles. In two 
weeks time they arrived at the Land- 
ing. From tnere to Kdmonton the 
party came py stage, arriving in the 
city on Saturday morning. 
talking avout petroleum, Mr. 
netto says tnat the prospects are ex- 
ceedingiy bright for developing rich 
oii wetis at McMurray, where there 
is every indication that petroleum 
can be ootained in crude form. James 
West, a Government inspector, came 
down to McMurray from wesser Slave 
hake, una 1oooKeda Over the claims of 
the company. He expressed his @pin- 
jon that tnere was not the least 
aoubt that good welis could be found 
there. it is the intention of the 
company to take larger machinery 
out to McMurray eariy next season, 
and make several borings.
